The  State  take-over  of  Public  Welfare  at  mid-year  re- 
lieved the  town  from  some  of  its  financial  burdens. 

The  many  town  departments  remained  within  their  bud- 
gets with  few  requiring  transfers  of  funds  to  continue  to 
the  end  of  the  year. 

A joint  meeting  with  the  Dighton  Selectmen  and  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  held 
for  the  purpose  of  a proposed  location  for  a new  bridge  over 
the  Taunton  River. 

Continued  reconstruction  of  a section  of  Anthony  Street 
was  made  as  far  as  funds  permitted. 

One  matter  of  grave  concern  is  the  rash  breaking,  enter- 
ing, and  larceny  from  homes,  businesses,  and  public  buildings. 

For  future  highway  construction,  we  recommend  that 
additional  funds  be  accumulated  to  reconstruct  the  remainder 
of  North  Main  Street  to  Berkley  Street. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  for  their 
cooperation  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  town’s  business.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


During  1968  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  87  calls: 
43  for  grass  and  brush;  20  involving  buildings,  chimneys,  or 
heating  equipment ; 8 to  the  town  dump ; 8 motor  vehicle  fires ; 
5 false  alarms ; and  3 assists  to  other  towns  under  the  Mutual 
Aid  agreement. 

The  town  ambulance  manned  by  Fire  Department  per- 
sonnel was  called  upon  54  times  during  1968:  14  trips  to 
Morton  Hospital ; 10  to  other  area  hospitals ; 13  from  hospitals 
to  homes  or  area  rest  homes;  14  accidents;  and  3 calls  when 
the  ambulance  was  not  used. 

Fire  extinguishers  in  the  public  schools  were  inspected 
and  trial  runs  with  equipment  were  made  to  the  Elementary 
School  and  Junior  High  School  in  conjunction  with  fire  drills. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1968  an  article  calling  for 
the  establishment  of  the  office  of  permanent  fire  chief  was 
approved.  The  Selectmen  appointed  your  present  chief  to  the 
office  and  he  assumed  his  duties  on  a permanent  basis  May  1, 
1968. 

A pick-up  truck  has  been  loaned  to  the  Fire  Department  by 
the  local  Civil  Defense.  It  is  to  be  equipped  with  a 100  gallon 
water  tank,  portable  pump,  forestry  hose,  and  a two  way  radio. 
It  will  be  used  on  Fire  Department  business  and  also  to  fight 
small  fires  where  the  heavier  apparatus  is  not  needed. 

The  cost  of  repairs  was  quite  a bit  higher  this  past  year 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  three  oldest  trucks,  a 1942,  1947,  and 
1948,  need  increasing  attention  and  repairs  to  keep  them  in 
service.  It  is  felt  that  if  the  townspeople  will  approve  an  ap- 
propriation for  a much  needed  new  custom  truck  to  be  housed 
at  the  Common  Station,  two  of  the  older  trucks  can  be  elim- 
inated. This  would  reduce  maintenance  costs  and  also  improve 
operating  efficiency. 

Our  present  “first  out”  truck  is  a 1953  model.  The  de- 
pendability and  efficiency  of  this  truck  is  becoming  increasing- 
ly questionable  the  older  it  gets.  If  the  townspeople  are  to 
continue  to  receive  adequate  fire  protection,  we  must  have  the 
equipment  to  do  it  with.  Action  must  be  taken  as  soon  as 
possible  toward  obtaining  a new  fire  truck.  It  is  estimated 
that  it  takes  approximately  one  year  from  the  date  of  order 
to  delivery  of  a new  truck.  It  is  for  this  reason  we  feel  action 
must  take  place  now. 
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The  people  of  the  town  are  welcome  to  visit  the  Fire 
Station  any  time  during  the  day  to  inspect  the  equipment  and 
facilities. 

I wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  town  for  their  co- 
operation in  an  effort  to  keep  fires  to  a minimum.  I also  wish 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  Police  De- 
partment, and  Civil  Defense,  and  all  others  who  have  helped 
me  carry  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1968 

On  June  30,  1969  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  its  tenth  year  of  continuous  effort  to 
minimize  the  mosquito  nuisance  in  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

Although  our  spraying  operations  were  hampered  by 
persistant  rains  during  the  month  of  June,  our  pre-hatch  and 
drainage  programs  were  conducted  without  serious  interrup- 
tion. 


On  January  1st  our  pre-hatch  program  was  in  progress 
and  continued  until  the  middle  of  May  when  the  mosquitoes 
were  on  the  wing.  A total  of  78  acres  of  mosquito  breeding 
areas  were  treated. 

Our  spraying  program  was  underway  as  mosquitoes  began 
to  emerge,  but  rain  postponed  many  calls  for  service.  All  calls 
were  answered  as  soon  as  the  weather  permitted.  It  was  not 
until  the  middle  of  July  that  the  Project  could  resort  to  any 
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scheduled  spraying.  Calls  for  service  were  still  being  received 
until  September  6th  when  the  mist  blowers  were  removed 
and  Project  crews  began  removing  accumulatd  debris  from 
numerous  ditches,  brooks  and  streams.  In  this  program  900 
feet  of  ditch  were  reclaimed  and  400  feet  of  brush  removed 
to  relieve  flooding  conditions.  This  program  continued  until 
winter  ice  conditions  permitted  our  pre-hatch  treatment  to 
begin. 

All  Project  trucks  are  now  equipped  with  two-way  radios 
making  it  possible  to  answer  many  calls  without  delay. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Berkley  for  their  cooperation 
in  the  past  and  we  will  continue  to  do  our  best  to  alleviate  the 
mosquito  nuisance  in  their  town  as  well  as  in  the  other 
eighteen  communities  in  Bristol  County  enrolled  in  this  Proj- 
ect.

Slightly  more  than  a year  has  passed  since  this  District 
was  organized.  During  this  time,  the  Interim  School  Com- 
mittee has  kept  extremely  active  in  an  effort  to  make  a 
Vocational-Technical  School  operative  by  the  fall  of  1971. 

Early  in  the  year  an  organizational  meeting  was  held 
and  Donald  K.  Atkins  of  Middleboro  was  elected  Chairman 
with  William  R.  Powers  of  Raynham  as  Vice-Chairman. 

An  operating  budget  for  fiscal  1968  of  $35,000.  was 
adopted.  Under  the  agreement  between  the  member  towns, 
this  sum  was  assessed  to  the  municipalities  on  a basis  of 
their  current  high  school  enrollments.  Percentage  shares  of 
the  members  were  ascertained  to  be  as  follows: 


Late  in  1967  Governor  Volpe  signed  into  law  Chapter  791 
of  the  Acts  of  1971  providing  for  50%  reimbursement  of 
operating  costs  to  Vocational  Schools.  Because  the  Common- 
wealth operates  on  a different  fiscal  year,  our  share  was 
negligible  this  year  but  will  be  of  significant  help  in  the  future. 

The  legal  firm  of  Story,  Thorndike,  Palmer  & Dodge  was 
appointed  bond  counsel  for  the  District  with  the  Boston  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company  as  fiscal  agents.  These  firms  will 
advise  and  help  with  the  procurement  of  funds  for  planning 
costs  and  bond  issues  when  they  are  required.  They  have 
studied  the  laws  pertaining  to  the  organization  of  the  District 
and  the  District  to  be  duly  and  legally  organized.  Mr.  Joseph 
C.  Whitcomb  of  Middleboro  was  named  treasurer  for  the 
District  and  commenced  his  duties  on  April  1.

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It  was  determined  that  approximately  $350,000.  would 
be  needed  to  acquire  a site  and  prepare  plans  for  a school 
building.  As  most  of  these  planning  costs  are  reimburseable, 
the  committee  voted  to  borrow  this  amount  and  get  started 
on  the  various  planning  phases. 

To  verify  and  up  date  the  recommendations  of  the  previous 
planning  committee,  the  firm  of  Educational  Consultants 
Council,  Inc.  was  hired  to  prepare  educational  specifications 
for  the  District.  After  their  investigation  within  the  member 
towns,  the  initial  curriculum  was  finalized.  It  was  voted  to 
plan  a building  to  educate  a student  body  of  810  students 
with  a core  facility  for  1,000  students.  Specifications  for  a 
school  of  this  size  were  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Vocational  Education  and  a School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau.  Both  of  these  agencies  have  rendered  their  approval 
of  these  specifications. 

The  firm  of  Drummey,  Rosane  and  Anderson,  Inc.,  archi- 
tects, was  hired  to  prepare  plans  for  the  school  building.  A 
general  layout  of  the  building  has  been  approved  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  preliminary  plans  will  be  finished  early  in 
1969. 

Several  sites  were  considered  for  the  school.  Because  of 
location,  ease  of  access,  water  and  proposed  sewage  supply  and 
ground  tests  that  were  taken,  the  land  owned  by  Mary  Simas 
and  Emanuel  Cabral  at  the  corner  of  Hart  St.  and  Route  24 
in  Taunton  was  selected  for  the  school.  An  option  has  been 
taken  on  this  land  pending  the  outcome  of  the  vote  to  build 
the  school.  Topographic  surveys  of  the  site  has  been  com- 
pleted and  we  are  about  to  start  the  necessary  subterranean 
investigations. 

The  most  significant  task  faced  by  the  committee  was 
the  selection  of  a Superintendent-Director  for  the  School 
District.  After  considerable  solicitation,  screening  and  inter- 
viewing of  candidates,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Day  of  Dighton  was 
elected  to  fill  the  post  effective  August  1,  1968. 

Mr.  Day  has  been  active  in  the  field  of  Vocational  Educa- 
tion within  the  area  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  is

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  sue  hthat  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton, 
Radio  Station  WPRO,  Providence,  and  Radio  Station  WARA, 
Attleboro.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgement 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The 
fact  that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance 
by  all  pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are 
transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit. 
From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation 
to  some  of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our 
buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater 
distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report.  Incorpo- 
rated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee, 
the  School  Nurse,  the  Principal  and  the  Music  Department. 

Personnel 

Mrs.  Madelyn  Moynihan,  science  teacher  and  Miss  Kath- 
ryn Dunlap,  English  teacher  left  in  June.  The  former  moved 
to  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  latter  is  teaching  in  Seekonk, 

Mass. 

Mr.  Paul  Norigian  a graduate  of  Barrington  College  was 
hired  to  teach  science.  Mr.  Edward  Martin  a graduate  of 
State  College  at  Bridgewater  is  the  new  English  teacher. 
Mr.  James  Pring  of  Taunton  was  hired  as  a new  teacher  to 
take  care  of  the  overcrowding.  Mr.  Pring  is  a graduate  of 
Barrington  College.  Mrs.  Jean  Baldwin  is  the  new  part-time 
home  economics  teacher.  At  the  Elementary  School  Miss 
Mary  Lou  Kelley  was  hired  to  teach  first  grade.  She  had 
formerly  taught  in  New  Bedford.  Miss  Susan  Dupuoy,  a 
graduate  of  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  is  a teacher  in  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grade  unit  and  handles  the  art  program.  She 
was  a part-time  teacher  last  year.  Mr.  Peter  Abramo  has 
replaced  Mr.  Carl  Rand  as  instrumental  music  teacher. 

Our  teacher  turnover  is  not  too  great  and  we  seem  to 
lose  most  of  our  teachers  for  reasons  other  than  seeking  new 
positions. 

Finances 

The  budget  increase  for  the  1969  year  is  $66,623.00.  The 
largest  increases  are  $27,000.00  for  instruction,  teacher 
salaries  and  $30,000.00  for  tuition.  The  tuition  increase  is 
brought  about  by  a $150.00  increase  in  tuition  per  pupil 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  high 
school.  Other  increases  are  $2,000.00  in  maintenance  due  to 
anticipated  repairs  at  both  schools,  and  $2,500.00  vocational 
education  due  to  increased  tuition  costs.

A new  item  this  year  is  $2,800.00  for  a summer  kinder- 
garten program.  This  amount  covers  teacher  salaries  and  pupil 
transportation.  This  program  was  tried  on  an  experimental 
basis  last  year  and  proved  to  be  successful. 

The  total  sum  represents  an  increase  of  23%  over  last 
year.  Most  towns  show  an  increase  of  18  to  20%.  Our  larger 
increase  is  because  of  increased  tuition. 

Enrollment  and  Buildings 

Our  enrollment  shows  an  increase  of  23  pupils.  We  are 
already  overcrowded  and  have  no  space  for  additional  class- 
rooms. 

While  the  voters  made  a strong  attempt  to  join  a 
regional  district  in  December  it  was  a case  of  too  much  too 
late.  We  must  produce  classroom  space  in  some  manner  very 
soon.  Add  to  this  the  increasing  enrollments  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  and  you  can  see  the  prob- 
lems we  are  facing.  It  is  doubtful  that  we  will  receive  aid 
from  the  State  to  add  classrooms  so  we  must  continue  our 
efforts  to  find  a regional  partner. 

As  for  our  present  buildings  they  are  kept  in  good  condi- 
tion by  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  and  Mr.  Tedfield 
Majcher  despite  the  large  numbers  using  the  buildings. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  at  both  buildings  last  fall 
by  persons  who  broke  in  at  night.  These  intruders  caused 
damage  estimated  at  several  thousand  dollars.  We  must  in 
the  next  year  come  up  with  some  workable  solution  to  our 
building  program. 

Conclusion 

A great  deal  of  credit  should  go  to  Mrs.  Adele  Viveiros 
and  her  cafeteria  workers  for  not  only  producing  the  same 
excellent  meals  again  this  year  but  also  showing  a profit.  We 
appreciate  these  efforts. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Deal,  R.N.  in  her  second  year  as  school 
nurse  has  carried  out  the  health  program  in  a creditable 
manner. 
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I wish  to  thank  all  civic  organizations  who  have  helped 
the  school  program  in  any  way. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  Mr.  J.  Gerald  Fleming,  Principal 
and  his  teachers  for  the  efforts  in  extra  study  and1  extra  meet- 
ings to  introduce  a continuous  progress  program  of  learning. 
This  program  through  their  efforts  has  gotten  off  to  a good 
start  and  we  hope  parents  will  soon  realize  the  values  of  such 
a program. 

Parents  are  welcome  to  visit  school  any  time  and  observe 
their  children  at  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Berkley  Public  Schools. 

Any  report  of  school  activities  in  1968  would1  be  inac- 
curate if  it  did  not  include  a very  glum  picture  with  much 
brightness  in  the  educational  field. 

The  bleak  aspect  to  which  I refer  is  the  series  of  breaks 
and  acts  of  vandalism  which  beset  our  schools  during  the 
year.  In  the  past  there  had  been  isolated  incidents  of  vandal- 
ism, but  nothing  to  compare  to  this  year. 

The  junior  high  school  seems  to  have  been  the  most  vul- 
nerable, since  it  was  there  that  the  following  happened:  rocks 
thrown  through  windows,  obscene  language  painted  on  the 
blacktop,  flagpole  stolen,  building  broken  into  and  a clock 
stolen,  and  finally  the  break  in  November  when  both  the 
school  and  town  offices  were  ransacked. 

At  the  elementary  school  only  minor  incidents  occured 
until  November  15  when  the  school  was  broken  into  and 
ransacked.  A large  sum  of  money,  belonging  to  the  PTA 
from  its  learning  festival,  and  a turkey  from  the  cafeteria 
were  stolen.  On  December  15  the  school  was  broken  into  again 
and  this  time  2 typewriters,  a stereo  phonograph,  a TV  set, 
9 turkeys,  and  the  children’s  Christmas  gifts  were  stolen. 
The  typewriters  were  later  recovered,  completely  ruined,  in 
the  Taunton  River  where  they  had  been  thrown  off  the 
Dighton-Berkley  bridge. 


Enrollment 

At  the  risk  of  having  these  annual  reports  sound  repeti- 
tious, I must  again  report  a substantial  growth  in  the  number 
of  children  attending  our  schools.  Our  October  1,  1967  enroll- 
ment total  was  357  pupils  in  both  schools.  This  year  the 
figure  on  opening  day  was  over  380.  This  has  changed 
slightly  but  we  still  have  378  enrolled  which  is  a growth 
of  almost  one  full  classroom.  We  did  not  have  a classroom 
so  this  growth  pattern  necessitated  the  readjustment  of  the 
entire  junior  high  school  schedule. 
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Junior  High 

Since  the  largest  increase  occured  at  the  junior  high, 
we  might  best  treat  that  area  first.  For  many  years  we  have 
been  able  to  use  half  of  the  auditorium  for  a music  room 
on  certain  days,  an  art  room  on  certain  days,  and  an  home 
economics  room  another  day.  Because  of  the  added  class  this 
room  became  a classroom  which  meant : the  art  teacher  moved 
from  room  to  room;  the  music  teacher  moved  to  different 
rooms  and  therefore  did  not  have  the  use  of  the  piano;  home 
economics  was  moved  to  the  cellar  to  the  area  used  on  other 
days  as  an  industrial  arts  shop.  None  of  these  moves  have 
provided  what  might  be  considered  conductive  educational 
environments. 

Since  we  had  new  teachers  in  all  three  areas,  the  problem 
became  compounded.  Only  Miss  Dupouy,  the  art  teacher,  had 
previous  teaching  experience. 

Our  instrumental  music  program,  which  should  be  func- 
tioning well  by  junior  high  school,  got  off  to  a shaky  start 
this  year  due  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Rand.  When  he  left  we 
were  fortuniate  to  get  a person  of  Mr.  Peter  Abramo’s  ability 
and  he  is  striving  to  give  us  the  type  of  program  the 
students  deserve. 

The  vocal  music  program,  under  the  direction  of  Joel 
Gressel,  did  not  function  as  desired.  Through  mutual  agree- 
ment he  will  terminate  his  services  at  the  end  of  1968  and 
hopefully  we  will  find  someone  who  will  give  the  students  a 
more  rounded  music  program. 

The  only  bright  spot  in  the  junior  high  music  picture  is 
the  glee  club  organized  and  directed  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace, 
our  elementary  music  supervisor.  This  came  about  as  a result 
of  many  students  requesting  the  opportunity  to  carry  on  with 
Mrs.  Wallace’s  glee  club  as  they  had  done  in  elementary 
school.  We  were  able  to  schedule  this  in  the  program  and  she 
has  85  pupils  who  meet  twice  a week  to  rehearse.  To  date 
they  have  sung  at  three  different  functions. 

We  continue  to  offer  our  junior  high  students  as  much 
of  a subject-centered  curriculum  as  possible.  All  students 
have  English  and  Math  5 times  a week,  Science  Social  Studies 
and  Reading  4 times  a week.  Physical  Education,  Home 
Economics  or  Industrial  Arts  and  Music  twice  a week,  and 
Art  once  a week.  Latin  is  offered  as  an  elective  to  our  eighth 
grade  pupils.  Study  periods  are  held  to  a minimum  as  it  is 
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my  philosophy  that  school  time  can  be  much  better  spent 
than  in  study  periods. 

Unfortunately,  because  of  the  number  of  students  and 
the  physical  makeup  of  the  building,  we  are  unable  to  offer 
our  students  some  of  the  programs  that  are  offered  in  Dighton 
and  Rehoboth.  We  cannot  give  our  eighth  graders  algebra  or 
introductory  physical  science  as  the  other  two  towns  do. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  academic  work,  we  endeavor 
to  offer  as  much  extra-curricular  activity  to  the  students  as 
possible.  Basketball  and  baseball  teams  are  available  to  the 
boys  and  softball  and  cheerleading  for  the  girls. 

Dances  for  junior  high  and  upper  elementary  grades  are 
being  held  again  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Berkley  Lions 
Club. 


Elementary  School 

It  is  with  pride  and  pleasure  that  I report  to  you  that 
our  “Continuous  Progress  Plan”  is  operating  smoothly  and 
efficiently.  Patterned  after  the  program  instituted  in  Avon, 
Connecticut  by  Robert  T.  Linstone,  a nationally  famous  edu- 
cator in  non-graded  education,  the  “Berkley  Plan”  has  been 
written  entirely  by  the  teachers  and  principal  of  the  elemen- 
tary school. 

Most  of  the  faculty  and  myself  visited  Avon  during  the 
last  school  year  and  witnessed  their  program  in  operation. 
In  addition,  Mr.  Linstone  came  here  last  January  and  gave 
a two-day  institute  to  teachers  of  this  school  union  with 
gratifying  results. 

After  stuying  the  non-graded  or  continuous  progress 
proposal  for  two  years,  and  writing  our  own  program  during 
the  second  half  of  the  past  school  year,  we  embarked  upon 
the  program  in  all  grades  when  school  opened  in  September. 
All  students  were  tested  in  the  spring  to  insure  their  proper 
placement  in  the  fall.  Parent  nights  were  held  at  P.T.A. 
meetings  when  we  attempted  to  explain  the  program  to  the 
parents  of  elementary  school  students. 

In  effect,  instead  of  a student  being  assigned  to  a class- 
room from  September  to  June  to  cover  a textbook,  and  there- 
fore a “grade's”  work,  we  have  now  broken  down  these  seg- 
ments of  work  into  levels.  Generally  speaking  there  are  four 
levels  to  a grade  and  a student  proceeds  from  level  to  level, 
or  room  to  room,  whenever  he  is  ready  and  not  necessarily 
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when  a group  or  room  of  children  are  ready.  This  program  is 
truly  geared  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  child,  which  is 
really  what  education  is  all  about. 

In  January,  parent  teacher  conferences  will  again  be  held 
when  each  parent  will  be  assigned  to  a 15  to  20  minute  period 
of  time  to  come  to  school  and  discuss  his  child’s  progress 
with  the  teacher  or  teachers  involved. 

It  is  not  unusual  in  any  equivalent  grade  for  a child  to 
see  more  than  one  teacher  during  a school  day.  The  reason 
for  this  is  that  different  levels  in  math  and  reading  are  being 
taught  in  various  rooms  at  different  times  during  the  year. 

Subjects  other  than  mrith  and  reading  are  taught  by  the 
unit  method.  In  order  to  keep  parents  better  informed  of 
pupil  progress,  a report  is  sent  to  the  parents  each  time  a 
child  completes  a level.  These  level  cards  describe  in  detail 
the  items  a child  has  completed  on  a level  and  notations  made 
of  strengths  and  weaknesses.  These  level  cards  are  a supple- 
ment to  the  new  report  cards  which  continue  to  be  issued 
quarterly. 

Another  innovation  at  the  elementary  school  this  year  is 
a teacher  aide.  Mrs.  Avis  Walker  works  part  of  each  day 
and  handles  such  duties  as  library,  recess  duty  and  cafeteria 
duty.  With  this  help  the  teachers  are  given  more  time  for 
planning  and  preparation  of  material. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace,  vocal  music  supervisor,  visits  each 
intermediate  classroom  twice  a week  and  each  primary  class- 
room once  a week.  In  addition,  she  meets  with  her  65-member 
glee  club  twice  a week. 

Miss  Susan  Dupouy,  in  addition  to  teaching  an  inter- 
mediate math  class  daily,  and  the  aforementioned  junior  high 
school  art  classes,  teaches  art  in  each  elementary  class  weekly. 

We  feel  that  the  students  are  the  beneficiaries  in  this 
rearrangement  and  utilization  of  personnel. 

For  the  first  time,  the  school  department  sponsored  a 5- 
week  summer  kindergarten  which  provided  an  excellent  in- 
troduction to  school  to  those  youngsters  who  were  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  in  September.  Although  a few  had 
attended  private  kindergarten  the  previous  school  year,  we 
feel  that  they  too  gained  from  the  summer  experience.  The 
proof  of  its  value  was  visible  on  opening  day,  when,  despite 
the  highest  enrollment  ever,  we  observed  the  smoothest 
operating  opening  day  to  date. 
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General 

There  are  many  facets  of  the  daily  life  of  a school  that 
fail  to  gain  notice  in  an  annual  report.  The  lack  of  mention 
of  any  of  these  in  no  way  minimizes  their  importance.  Many 
persons  and  groups  donate  time,  effort  and  financial  support 
to  the  school  as  a supplement  to  the  annual  appropriation 
voted  at  town  meeting. 

Once  again  the  Berkley  Police  Association  provided  the 
funds  for  the  annual  Christmas  party.  And,  although  the  gifts 
purchased  for  the  children  were  stolen,  the  party  was  a 
success. 

Chief  Francis  Fournier  of  the  Berkley  Fire  Department 
cooperated  fully  with  the  school  administration  throughout 
the  year,  but  especially  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  and 
our  first  experience  with  a bomb  scare. 

Mr.  Clarence  Trenouth,  our  most  dependable  bus  contrac- 
tor, as  always  made  busses  available  for  any  school  function 
when  they  were  required.  He  again  took  all  elementary  chil- 
dren on  class  trips. 

Members  of  the  Berkley  Lions  Club  provided  funds  and 
manpower  for  the  monthly  square  dance  lessons  which  always 
attract  over  100  students. 

The  Berkley  American  Legion  Post  this  year  provided 
cookies  which  were  distributed  at  the  Christmas  party. 

The  Berkley  P.T.A.,  under  the  presidency  of  Kathleen 
Collins,  has  worked  for  school  projects  but,  as  always,  could 
use  more  active  members.  Once  again  the  group  provided  the 
funds  for  the  annual  eighth  grade  banquet  in  June. 

Mrs.  Walter  Craven,  town  librarian,  again  arranged  her 
schedule  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  junior  high  students.  This 
entailed  much  sacrifice  on  her  part  with  the  increased  number 
of  classes  and  one  class  arriving  at  the  library  at  7 :45  A.M. 

Conclusion 

As  we  bring  this  tenth  report  to  a conclusion  we  are 
ever  cognizant  of  the  part  being  played  by  the  members  of 
the  staff  on  a day-to-day  basis. 

To  you,  Mr.  Roy,  I express  sincere  gratitude  for  your 
guidance  and  understanding  rendered  over  the  years. 
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The  members  of  the  school  committee  have  tried  to 
provide  the  students  with  the  best  possible  educational  en- 
vironment. 

The  faculties  of  both  schools,  which  continue  to  grow, 
have  worked  tirelessly  at  their  tasks.  The  elementary  faculty 
worked  especially  hard  in  the  institution  of  the  continuous 
progress  plan. 

The  part  time  members  of  the  faculty  have  all  made  a 
contribution  to  the  cause  but  we  would  be  remiss  if  we  failed 
to  mention  the  time  and  effort  contributed  by  Mrs.  Wallace 
in  the  presentation  of  the  annual  spring  music  program  and 
the  concert  trip  and  picnic  which  she  arranged  for  the  glee 
club. 


Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  continues  to  work  tirelessly  in  keep- 
ing the  elementary  school  and  its  grounds  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. His  Christmas  display  on  the  roof,  which  he  constructed 
on  his  own  time,  greatly  enhanced  the  season. 

Mr.  Tedfield  Majcher  keeps  the  junior  high  school  in  good 
repair  against  formidable  odds.  He  put  much  time  and  effort 
into  painting  the  outside  this  summer. 

The  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Deal,  is  continually 
keeping  the  health  of  all  children  foremost  in  her  mind.  All 
children  have  physical  examinations  and  vision  and  hearing 
tests  periodically. 

The  cafeteria  workers,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Adella 
Viveiros,  provide  the  students  with  a hot  nutritional  meal 
daily.  Student  participation  in  this  program  remains  at  a 
high  percentage. 

The  school  secretary,  Mrs.  Janice  Shepard,  keeps  multi- 
tudinous records,  both  scholastic  and  cafeteria,  up  to  date 
and  we  are  grateful  for  her  help. 

Most  of  the  parents  cooperate  fully  with  the  school  and 
it  is  this  spirit  of  cooperation  which  will  benefit  their  own 
children  in  the  long  run.  This  cooperation  is  deeply  appreciated. 

Finally,  we  hope  that  this  decade  of  service  has  been 
valuable  to  the  hundreds  of  students  with  whom  we  have 
come  in  contact.  It  has,  for  us,  been  a truly  rewarding  experi- 
ence to  have  been  a part  of  the  growth  from  the  6 room 
building  with  6 teachers  and  197  students  to  the  present  2 
buildings  with  almost  400  students  and  26  faculty  members. 
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Berkley  is  growing,  not  with  an  astounding  influx  at  once, 
but  with  a steady  gradual  growth.  It  his  been  satisfying  to 
guide  the  educational  growth  in  keeping  with  the  era  in 
which  we  live,  and  in  preparation  for  the  age  in  which  our 
students  will  live.

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ELEMENTARY  VOCAL  MUSIC  REPORT

Dear  Mr.  Roy, 

I herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Elementary 
Vocal  Music  Supervisor. 

All  elementary  classrooms  were  visited  once  each  week. 
The  assistance  and  cooperation  of  classroom  teachers  as  well 
as  the  continued  purchase  of  textbooks,  recordings,  and  class- 
room instruments  contributed  to  the  further  growth  and 
development  of  the  varied  program  of  musical  activities. 

The  elementary  school  glee  club  of  approximately  65 
students  from  the  intermediate  grades  contributed  to  an 
enjoyable  “Night  in  Disneyland/  the  annual  Spring  program 
in  which  all  elementary  grades  participated.  In  May  they 
presented  a program  for  the  students  of  the  Kingston  Elemen- 
tary School,  followed  by  a picnic  lunch  at  Plymouth  Monument 
and  a visit  to  Plymouth's  National  Wax  Museum.  They  also 
provided  a portion  of  the  Christmas  P.T.A.  program  as  well 
as  a program  for  the  students  of  their  own  school. 

As  of  September  a second  day  was  added  to  the  elementary 
vocal  music  schedule.  In  addition  to  making  it  possible  for  the 
intermediate  grades  to  have  their  two  periods  of  music  per 
week  with  the  vocal  music  supervisor  and  for  the  elementary 
glee  club  to  have  two  rehearsals  per  week,  a junior  high  glee 
club  was  established  during  school  in  which  approximately 
85  students  participated  in  two  45-minute  rehearsals  each 
week.  This  choral  group  presented  its  first  program  at  the 
Christmas  meeting  of  the  P.T.A.  and  then  sang  again  at  the 
junior  high's  first  Christmas  assembly  in  many  years. 

I enthusiastically  look  forward  to  another  year  of  growth 
in  the  vocal  music  area  of  the  Berkley  schools'  curriculum.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  the  1967-1968  school  health  report  as 
school  nurse  for  the  second  year. 

The  school  health  services  offer  many  programs  aimed  at 
promoting  the  growth  and  development  of  each  individual 
child.  Careful  health  appraisal  of  each  child's  status  is  deter- 
mined by  constant  teacher-nurse  evaluation.  I regard  the 
teacher  as  one  of  the  key  persons  in  the  health  program  be- 
cause of  her  day-to-day  contact  with  the  pupils.  She  can 
detect  a change  in  health  behavior  and  send  the  student  to 
me  for  further  evaluation.  May  I stress  that  it  is  not  my 
position  to  make  diagnosis  but  to  refer  a child  to  their  parents 
when  a deviation  from  normal  is  noticed. 

In  Massachusetts,  the  law  requires  that  the  vision  and 
hearing  of  all  public  school  children  be  tested  each  year. 
This  year,  356  students  were  tested  with  37  vision  failures 
and  11  hearing  failures.  There  were  6 vision  and  3 hearing 
failures  who  were  not  seen  by  a doctor.  I would  like  to  see 
100%  corrected  referrals,  but  the  parents  must  realize  the 
possible  consequences  if  the  child's  problem  remains  un- 
treated. It  also  handicaps  the  child’s  ability  to  progress  to 
the  best  of  his  ability. 

School  physicals  were  performed  by  Dr.  Stanley  Parker, 
school  physician.  Parents  of  the  first  graders  were  invited 
and  7 attended.  Most  of  the  failures  were  dental  problems 
which  I find  a lot  of  parents  tend  to  neglect.  Care  should 
be  taken  of  the  first  set  of  teeth  so  no  further  complications 
will  result.  I am  trying  to  promote  an  appreciation  of  students 
of  good  oral  health  and  its  relation  to  general  health  and 
appearance. 

Heights  and  weights  were  recorded  and  conferences  were 
held  with  students  having  a problem  in  this  area. 

I have  tried  to  update  the  school  records  so  the  parent 
can  be  notified  in  case  of  an  emergency.  Failure  to  notify  the 
school  when  a change  takes  place  results  in  confusion  when 
an  emergency  arises.  Transportation  of  the  sick  child  is  a 
responsibility  of  the  parent. 
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The  new  state  law  requiring  immunization  against  small- 
pox, diphtheria,  pertusis,  poliomyelitis,  tetanus,  and  measles 
is  now  enforced  before  a child  can  start  first  grade.  Children 
in  school  will  be  urged  to  complete  their  immunizations  at 
future  clinics. 

According  to  law  a child  may  not  return  to  school  after 
exposure  to  or  illness  with  a communicable  disease  unless  he 
brings  a certificate  from  the  board  of  health  or  a doctor. 
It  is  also  the  school  policy  that  after  absence  of  three  con- 
secutive days,  a certificate  from  the  doctor  be  presented  upon 
return  to  school. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  those  who  have 
actively  cooperated  in  attaining  the  goals  of  the  school  health 
program.  The  primary  responsibility  is  that  of  the  parents 
supported  by  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Parker,  you,  Mr.  Roy,  Mr. 
Fleming,  the  Teachers,  the  lunch  room  staff,  Mr.  Babbitt, 
Mrs.  Shepard,  and  the  volunteers  who  assisted  at  the  im- 
munization clinics.
